I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District  for  the 
year  1958# 


In  1956,  very  limited  supplies  of  a  vaccine  for  protection 
against  poliomyelitis  became  available.  By  the  end  of  1958  vaccine  was 
readily  available  for  all  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  twenty-five 
years  and  to  certain  priority  classes  including  expectant  mothers. 
Further  reference  is  to  be  found  in  the  report,

Protection  against  Poliomyelitis. 


In  1956,  a  British  vaccine  for  protection  against  Poliomyelitis 
became  available  and  parents  of  children  born  between  1947  and  1954  were 
invited  to  register.  In  May  and  November  sufficient  vaccine  was  received 
to  enable  10$  of  those  registered  to  be  given  two  doses.  Inr  May, -“1957 

thje;. Minister  of  Health  decided  to  extend  the  offer  of  registration  to 
thpse  children  born  in  1955  and  195&.  iPew  of  these  children  were  given 
vac cinatTon  during  the  year  as  the  supplies  of  vaccine  received  were  only 
sufficient  to  deal  with  registrations  submitted  in1  the  previous  year. 

In,  November,  1957,  the  Minister  announced  that  it  was  proposed  to  import 
supplies  of “Salk  vaccine  from  the  United  States  and  Canada  during  1958 
and  in  anticipation  of  this  vaccination  was  available  to  all  children 
born  from  1943.  -*■  During- -19 51 8-,  Salk  vaccine- was  readily  available  and 
the  waiting  list  was  reduced  to  a. minimum. 

In  September,  1958,  the  scheme  was  extended  to  include  young 
adults  up  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  years.  It  was  also  recommended  that 
a  third  injection  should  be  offered  not  less  than  seven  months'  after  the 
second  injection  to  re-inf orcc  and,  prolong:'  the'  degree  of  immunity  given 
by  two  injections,,

At  ;the  end  of  “the;  year  the'  acceptance  rate  for  children  under 
fifteen  years'  was  approximately  6 2£o.  The1  response1  from  young  persons 

aged  between  fifteen  and  twenty-five  years  was  most  disappointing. 


Prom  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  until  December,  1958,

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  DISTRICT. 


Nursing. 

A  domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available 
throughout  the  District  as  part  of  the  County  Council's  scheme  under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act. 

District  Nurse/Midwives  are  stationed  at  Pocklington,  Market 
Weighton,  Wilberfoss,  Bubwith  and  Driffield. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  situated  at  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  sent  to  this  Laboratory  for 
examination. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulances  based  at  Pocklington  and  Market  Weighton  are  available. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Pocklington 
and  Market  Weighton  and  monthly  at  Stamford  Bridge  and 
Warter. 

Ophthalmic  Clinics  are  held  quarterly  in  Pocklington  and 
Market  W eight on. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  York,  Driffield  and 
Beverley. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics  are  held  at  Driffield,  Beverley  and 
York. 

Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  are  held  at  York  and  Hull. 


Hospitals. 

General  meo.ical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  nospitals  at 
York  and  Beverley.  Maternity  cases  go  to  Pulford,  Westow,  Driffield  or 
Beverley.

and  the  work  was  well  under  way  when  tho  yoar  endod, 

Kirby  Undordalo  is  tho  only  villago  in  tho  District  that  does  not 
onjoy  a  diroot  rrains  supply  from  the  Council’s  undertaking  and  during 
tho  year^"  plans  wore  proparod  for  taking  a  new  main  to  food  the  community. 
It  was  hoped  that  all  preparations  would  bo  complete  to  allow  a  start  to 
be  made  to  tho  work  in  tho  summer  months  of  1959 . 

'.York  on  tho  preparation  of  tho  sc  cond  stage  of  tho  co-ordination 
scheme  was  comploted  and  at  tbs  end  of  tho  yoar,  notification  had  boon 
received  that  an  enquiry  would  bo  hold  in  January,  1959,  with  a  view  to 
tho  scheme  being  incorporated  in  the  general  system. 

It  ms  a  comparatively  wot  summer  and  there  was  no  undue  demand 
on  the  system  as  a  whole  and  throughout  tho  area  the  supplies  to  the  rurll 

district  and  neighbouring  authorities  was  well  maintainod.

REFUSE  COLLECTION, 


Tho  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  in  Pocklington 
and  Market  Leighton,  and  fortnightly  in  the  remaining  parishes. 

Two  vehicles  of  the  ’Fore  and  Aft  Tipping’  typo  and  driven  by  diosol 
engine  are-  in  operation  to  carry  out:  tho  collections  and  two  tips  are  used 
at  Yapham  kill,  Pocklington  and  Sk-lfroy  near  Marks  t  Leighton.  Tho  bulk 
of  the  refuse  is  dopositod  at  Yapham  Mill  and  towards  the  end  of  tho  year, 
it  was  felt  that  the  size  of  this  tip  warranted  full  time  attention.  Pith 
a  view  to  having  this  requirement  fulfilled,  the  Council  made  arrangements 
to  employ  a  full-time  attendant  during  the  financial  year  1959/60  and  that 
in  the  interval  an  attempt  should  be  mado  to  purchase  the  tip  outright. 

SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

There  wero  no  new  schemes  of  sewage  disposal  or  sowors  constructed 
during  tho  ysar,  but  work  of  preparation  for  future  schemes  were  continued. 
There  were  no  serious  obstructions  in  the  sowers  and  tho  cleansing  of  open 
watercourses,  which  are  more  or  loss  sewers,  was  carried  out  successfully 
by  hired  labour. 

HOUSING.  i 

Twenty  throe-bedroomod  houses  and  six  two-bo  dr  oomed  bungalows  were 
constructed  during  the  year  on  sites  at  Pocklington  and  Barmby  Moor 
respectively.  A  further  contract  for  twenty- two  dwellings  in  the  ratio 
of  ton  bungalows  and  two lve  flats  was  started  at  Pocklington  and  tho 
construction  of  a  further  block  of  four  flats  on  a  re-dcvoloped  site  at 
Pocklington  was  well  under  way.  '
